(3) enter any place where intoxicat­ 
ing liq u ors are sold while on du ty, 
except in the immediate discharge of 
his du ty; (4) neglect to wear com­ 
plete u niform and star while on du ­ 
ty; (5) be absent from du ty w ith­ 
ou t leave; (6 ) neglect du ty; i 7) be 
gu ilty of immoral or improper con­ 
du ct, or any legal offense; (8) ne­ 
glect to pay. within a reasonable time 
any ju st debt; (9 ) incapacity or in­ 
efficiency in the service; (10) disor­ 
derly condu ct; (11) m altreatm ent of 
any person; (12) intoxication; (13) 
disobedience of orders: (14) laziness 
or inattention to du ty; (15) u sing 
obscene, coarse on indecent langu age 
to any person; (16 ) receiving bribes 
in money or 
any other 
valu able 
thing; (17 ) leaving his post or beat 
du ring the time when he is req u ired 
to be on du ty.

In general the carp is regarded as 
very po o r fo o d fish. That it is ex­ 
term inating all the best varieties o f 
native fo o d fish seems to admit o f 
do ubt. 
And still the carp is no t 
game fish. 
Fisherm en claim that 
its mo de o f destro ying o ther fish is 
by eating the spawn, thus preventing 
the o ther flsh fro m reco uping their 
natural lo sses. 
Almo st every o ther variety o f fish 
in this part o f the co untry preys up­ 
o n yo ung carp, but as the carp des­ 
tro ys the spawn o f these fish, it is 
co ntinually multiplying, 
while 
all 
o ther varieties, with the po ssible ex­ 
ceptio n o f buffalo , are diminishing 
rapidly. 
It seems, to o , th a t the carp and 
buffalo have mixed in many o f 
the 
stream s, thus impro ving a 
hybrid 
th a t is a little impro vement o n 
the 
carp. 
This is quite no ticeable in the 
Mississippi river. 
The two varieties 
are exactly o f the same nature, bo th 
belo nging to the “sucker“ tribe o f 


fish. 
It was perhaps twenty years ago 
th a t carp was first intro duced into 
this co untry. 
It was impo rted fro m 
Germany, where it is much in lavo r. 
It was suppo sed that the fish wo uld 
do quite well in po nds, which, 
in 
fact, they do , and it was also feared 
th a t they co uld no t be pro pagated in 
running streams because the game 
fish wo uld destro y them. Many po nds 
were sto cked with carp. 
As so o n as the fish began to reach 
m arketable size they were tested 
fo o d fish, with disastro us results 
to the carp. 
The peo ple rebelled against them 
as a fo o d fish and in many places ef­ 
fo rts were made to rid the streams o f 
them , but to no avail. The carp run 
fro m the smaller into the 
larger 
stream s and there they are to day in 
co untless numbers, destro ying better 
fish, and there is no way o f extermin­ 
ating them. 
The Mississippi and tributary riv­ 
ers are to day literally swarming with 
carp. To many they are kno wn as 
“ scavangers.” They infest the neigh­ 
bo rho o d o f the slo p barges and the 
entrance o f sewers into the 
rriei. 
Others call the carp the po o r m an’s 
friend. 
An ho ur spent o n the river 
bank will o rdinarily net a mess o f 
carp sufficient fo r a large family. 
On the o ther hand the aristo cratic 
ood nev er- fisherman may spend a who le day 
tro lling fo r bass, cro ppies and o ther 
is ft bar- 
varieties and no t get even so 
much as a nibble o n their ho o k. 
But the carp may always be de­ 
pended upo n. Go to the lo cality wheie 
it abo unds and it will bite o n any o ld 
¡thing used fo r bait, and in all kinds
